WEYMOUTH and Port¬ 
land could look like “a 
third world country” 
when the Olympic Games 
arrive if it doesn’t retain 
its public toilets, worried 
residents claimed today. 

The warning came from 
the Wyke Regis commu¬ 
nity which is battling to 
save its toilet from clo¬ 
sure barely five years 
after the £100,000 block 
was built. 

Residents want their 
loos off Portland Road 
kept open as an important 
community facility, but it 
is too late for another 
public toilet at Castle¬ 
town on Portland which is 
due to close today

(Wednesday). 

A second toilet at 
Chapelhay, Weymouth, 
narrowly escaped closure 
today but will shut soon 
unless it gets support be¬ 
fore a small amount of 
extra council cash runs 
out. 

Council officers are 
now trying to find alter¬ 
native providers to save 
more public toilets from 
closure including the one 
at Wyke Gardens and oth¬ 
ers at Southill shopping 
centre and Littlemoor 
shopping centre in Wey¬ 
mouth as well as sites on 
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Portland at Church Ope 
Cove and High Street, 
Southwell. 

A Weymouth and Port¬ 
land council spokesman 
said: “In each case offi¬ 
cers have until the end of 
October to find an alter¬ 
native provider.” 

Friends of Wyke Gar¬ 
dens secretary Georgina 
Skipper warned that loos 
were needed for people 
visiting Olympic sailing 
events in 2012 and clo¬ 
sures could have “un¬ 
pleasant” consequences 
while the cleaning-up bill 
could be “considerable”. 

She added: “I’m sure 
there are other residents 
worried by this cost-cut- 
ting exercise. 

“We will look like a 
third-world country when 
the Olympics come if this 
goes ahead. Our toilets 
are actually on the ap¬ 
proved route leading to 
Portland!” 

Friends chairman Richard 


Price hopes the Wyke 
community will rally 
round and help run the 
toilets to prevent their clo¬ 
sure. 

He said: “We are work¬ 
ing very hard to make the 
gardens more appealing 
to the community and 
nearby toilets are a vital 
part of that facility. If we 
lose these toilets there are 
no others within a mile. 

“It is incredible that toi¬ 
lets built barely five years 
ago for £100,000 might 
somehow be discarded. 
Elderly people in particu¬ 
lar who use the toilets say 
how worried they are at 
the prospect of losing 
them.” 

Weymouth and Portland 
community health 

spokesman Councilor Ian 
James denied the “third 
world” claim and said: 
“The council only has a 
finite budget. 

“Do we keep all the toi¬ 
lets open or do we try and 
be sensible and close those 
which are not busy? We 
have to strike a balance. 
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“Our officers would 
welcome any business or 
group able to look after 
any of these toilets. All 
they have to do is contact 
the council.”

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BRIDPORT town councillor Keith Day, 64, devel¬ 
oped his interest in local politics after retiring 
from a career in commercial aviation and then 
theNHS. 

Originally from Bristol, Councillor Day visited 
Bridport regularly for almost 20 years before 
eventually making the move with his wife 10- 
years-ago. He was followed shortly by his 
mother who he persuaded to join him on the 
coast. 

Having retired Councillor Day now fills his 
time as an Advisor at Bridport Citizens'Advice 
Bureau and as Chairman of Bridport Conserva¬ 
tives, but he still finds time to walk his dogs. 

Councillor Day was elected onto the town 
council in April last year following a local by- 
election. 


■ YOU were elected as a town councillor a year 
ago, are you finding it rewarding? 

Yes, but it is also so frustrating. There are so many 
things that I would like done to improve our town, but 
cannot because of the limitations of the powers of the 
town council. The council is so dominated by Lib- 
dems that little can be achieved without their agree¬ 
ment. However, I think that I have learned a lot from 
being a councillor and hope to use that knowledge in 
the future. The best thing about being a councillor is 
helping people and serving my fellow citizens. I would 
strongly recommend public service to anyone who 
wants to make a contribution to their community. 

■ WHAT are the most important issues affecting 
Bridport at the moment? 

Employment, education, housing and poverty. They are 
all linked in a vicious circle. Low expectations and 
achievement in education can result in poor job 
prospects, insecure employment and low income. This 
can lead on to acceptance of low quality housing and 
poverty in financial and attainment terms. I would like 
to see Bridport advertised as a place that welcomes 
new business, as well as making it more attractive to 
tourists. An improvement in employment prospects is 
the quickest and most effective way of breaking the 
cycle and helping everyone in this town. 

■ ARE you still pleased you supported the new 
Lidl supermarket? 

Yes, I am. I still believe there will be an overall bene¬ 
ficial effect for the people of Bridport. However, I do 
not like the ugly Travis Perkins building that is cur¬ 
rently under construction, but I was unable to influence 
that proposal. 

I have to add that I am less sympathetic to the Spar 
shop opening in East Street. This shop will have a 
much more far-reaching impact on the town and the 
market than Lidl. 



■ WHY did you choose the Conservative party? 

All politics are compromises. All the main parties have 
some good ideas and I have some sympathy with the 
UKIP attitude to Europe and immigration. However, 
overall I believe the Conservatives have a good balance 
and the right ideas to get us out of the current mess. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

I hope to be still living in and enjoying our unique 
town. I would like to continue as an advisor at Bridport 
Citizens’ Advice Bureau and if I still have the energy, I 
may consider standing as a district councillor. I want to 
avoid spreading myself so thinly that I cannot do every¬ 
thing well. 
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■ WHERE do you see Bridport in five years time? 

I would like to see a thriving town, with high employ¬ 
ment, decent affordable housing, but still retaining its 
unique and special character. It should be a town that is 
attractive to all ages and tastes. 

I would like to see improved approaches to the town; 
including the roundabouts (Yeovil does it well). A re¬ 
developed South West Quadrant that retains the ‘arti¬ 
san’s area’ and incorporates it into a proper and 
sustainable plan, encouraging visitors to explore the 
town. I would also like to see the railway restored and 
operating. 

At West Bay, I would like to see some in-character 
buildings - not those awful flats. An end to the anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour of some young motorists that causes an¬ 
noyance to visitors and residents, together with a 20 
mph speed limit. I would like to see the Esplanade made 
more appealing with raised flower beds and The Mount 
made into a garden. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

Book - Break No Bones, by Kathy Reichs. A novel 
based on forensics; Film - In The Loop. A political 
satire; CD - The Platinum Collection by Jerry Lee 
Lewis, but only in my car - when I am alone. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a 
dinner party and why? 

Abraham, Jesus and Mohammed. I am most certainly 
not a religious person but I would like them to tell me 
the real truth about their lives, and deaths, and ask them 
to explain why the religions they founded, apparently 
based on acceptance and forgiveness, have caused so 
much loss of life and conflict. 

Getting the correct food for them at a dinner party 
could be tricky though. 

Could I also have Barbara Woodhouse to show me 
how to make our two Yorkies come back every time 
they are called, please?

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Unique academy 
for all Portland 
young people 
moves closer 


A MAJOR step forward has been 
taken to provide a unique academy 
which will transform the education of 
every child and young person on Port¬ 
land. 

The idea is to provide the first school 
in the country where a child can be 
continuously educated from their early 
years right through to when they leave 
university as a young adult. 

The Department for Schools, Chil¬ 
dren and Families (DCSF) has now 
agreed to fund a feasibility study and 
look in more detail at the proposed 
academy which could be open in cur¬ 
rent buildings by September 2011. 

It means that, if the project gets the 
go-ahead, then the Portland Academy 
would provide education for all chil¬ 
dren and young people on the island 
aged 0-19. 

It is proposed to complete work for a 
site at Underhill and to remodel a site 
at Southwell between spring and win¬ 
ter 2012 with the main campus - pro¬ 
posed at Tophill - being completed no 
later than September 2014. 

Professor Stephen Heppell is the lead 
sponsor of the scheme and Dorset 
County Council has agreed to be the 
co-sponsor. 

Professor Heppell, one of the most 
influential academics of recent years in 
the field of technology and education, 
has a range of experience in educa¬ 
tional innovation, both in this country 
and internationally. He is committed to 
improving education on Portland 
which in time could include a higher 
education element for 18 to 21-year 
olds, specialising in workplace learn¬ 
ing. 

Professor Heppell, who has family 
on Portland, said: “This is an exciting 


moment for us all. 

“It confirms that our plan for a won¬ 
derful new world class institution is 
proceeding to the next stage, trans¬ 
forming futures for each and every 
learner on Portland whatever their age. 
It also signals the start of hard work for 
the whole community as we work to¬ 
gether to build detail on to the huge 
amount of work already done.” 

Dorset County Council will provide 
a strong link between the Academy 
and the wider family of Dorset 
schools. 

County cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services Toni Coombs said: 
“This is an exciting project that offers 
a great opportunity to work with one 
of the world’s leading educationalists 
and to transform education for all chil¬ 
dren and young people on Portland. 

“There’s still a lot of work to be 
done, but we are pleased that the 
DCSF wants to explore the idea further 
by agreeing to fund the feasibility 
study which has to be done before we 
can apply for funding for the scheme.” 

DCSF and the sponsors will now ap¬ 
point a project management company 
to expand on the details of the pro¬ 
posal. They will also consult with staff, 
governors, parents, students, the local 
community and other interested par¬ 
ties. 

Once the study is complete and the 
Secretary of State decides to progress 
with the project, the DCSF will enter 
into a binding funding agreement and 
the Academy could be open from as 
early as September 2011. 


Intelligent traffic signals 
to replace roundabouts 


FIVE of Weymouth's busiest round¬ 
abouts are to be replaced with intelli¬ 
gent traffic signals to help manage 
traffic flow and give buses priority 
through the junctions. 

The move follows funding approval 
for the Weymouth Transport Package 
for the 2012 Olympic Games with De¬ 
partment of Transport backing for a 
further £9.1 million investment to 
ease congestion and improve air qual¬ 
ity in the town. 

Work to install the new junctions in 
the King Street and Boot Hill corridor 
will start in June. 

County environment director Miles 
Butler said: "Weymouth town centre 
has suffered from heavy congestion 
and extremely poor air quality for 
many years. 

"The Weymouth Transport Package 
represents a significant investment in 
the towns transport infrastructure; it 
will reduce travel times for everyone 


and improve the reliability of buses in 
the borough. 

"Although the package has been 
made possible by the 2012 Games 
sailing events, the improvements are 
permanent and will provide lasting 
benefits in reducing congestion." 

Earlier this year, the DfT approved 
£4.75m for the Weymouth Showcase 
scheme, the first part of the Wey¬ 
mouth Transport Package for the 2012 
Games to be delivered. 

The scheme will bring bus stops on 
the Dorchester-Weymouth-Portland 
corridor up to national standards, in¬ 
stall a real time passenger information 
system and provide electronic signs to 
guide motorists to available car park¬ 
ing spaces. 

In total, the DfT is contributing £14 
million towards the transport pack¬ 
age, with Dorset County Council allo¬ 
cating £1.6 million for the scheme.

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MOTORCYCLISTS across the 
county are once again being of¬ 
fered expert riding advice from 
BikeS afe Dorset. 

BikeSafe Dorset 2010, an educa¬ 
tional initiative for motorcyclists, 
began yesterday and will include 
events at Bournemouth and Poole 
for the first time. 

The initiative, offered by Dorset 
Police and Dorset County Council, 
offers expert riding advice to all 
motorcyclists with a session of 
classroom-based tuition plus a 
practical ride assessment con¬ 
ducted by police motorcycling pro¬ 
fessionals for all riders with bikes 
of 250cc or more. 

BikeSafe Dorset provides a 
chance for motorcyclists to gain 
advice and tips on a range of sub¬ 
jects to make their riding even 
safer - including cornering, posi¬ 
tioning, overtaking, correct use of 
gears and hazard perception. 

PC Chris Smith is the BikeSafe 
Dorset co-ordinator. He said: 
“Once again we are working with 
our local councils to make Dorset’s 
roads safer. 

“This year BikeSafe has even 
more local opportunities open to 
bikers across the county to sharpen 
their riding skills and hopefully 
avoid becoming a statistic. 

“It’s never the wrong time to 


learn a new skill and keep yourself 
safe on the county’s roads. 

“Our local evening theory ses¬ 
sions cost nothing and are open to 
all motorcyclists. They are held lo¬ 
cally across Dorset and riders can 
just turn up to see what BikeSafe 
is all about. There is then an option 
to attend one of our on road assess¬ 
ment dates which are held near to 
our headquarters. 

“It takes just a few hours and 
could teach you something that 
might save your life one day.” 

The BikeSafe Dorset theory ses¬ 
sion is free to attend and the sec¬ 
ond part of the course - the 
assessed practical ride - is offered 
at a subsidised rate of £40. 

Participants must complete both 
parts in order to fully complete the 
BikeSafe Dorset course and be is¬ 
sued a certificate.

Further enquiries over 
dead baby on the beach 

TWO people have been investigated as part of police 
efforts to solve the mystery of a dead baby found on 
Weymouth beach in 1981. 

One has been eliminated from inquiries and details 
of the second have been forwarded by the States of 
Jersey Police to Dorset Police for investigation. 

Police said both had "direct links" with Jersey and 
that their names emerged after the Dorset Police 
public appeal for more information following a 
breakthrough in DNA evidence last year. 

The second person lives in England and is still 
being investigated, said police. 

Officers added that they were renewing their ap¬ 
peal for the baby's mother and father to come for¬ 
ward. 

The newborn baby girl had been strangled and 
wrapped in a carrier bag from a Jersey shop. 

One theory is that the body had been thrown over¬ 
board from a ferry between Weymouth and the 
Channel Islands. 

Copper pipe thefts 

THIEVES have stolen copper piping from three un¬ 
attended plumbers'vans in Weymouth. 

The first theft saw copper piping taken from a car¬ 
rying tube secured to the top of a plumber's van 
parked in a car park on Carlton Road in Weymouth. 

Thieves also stole more piping from a similar car¬ 
rying tube on the top of a plumber's vehicle parked 
off Drake Avenue, Chickerell, while the third copper 
piping theft involved a plumber's vehicle parked off 
Lanehouse Rocks Road in Weymouth. 

PC Colin Bell of Weymouth Police said: "I'd like to 
warn plumbers and other tradesmen who store 
copper piping in this way to consider alternative 
methods so as not to become victims of such thefts. 

"I'm making enquiries into these incidents and I'd 
like to hear from anyone who has any information 
about any such thefts and from anyone who has 
knowledge of who may be responsible."

NEW dog control orders for Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland will leave of¬ 
fenders facing an on the spot fine of 
£75. 

The changes, which reflect com¬ 
ments from an eight-week public 
consultation period, have been intro¬ 
duced to bring the council’s existing 
rules in line with the 2005 Clean 
Neighbourhoods and Environment 
Act. 

They give officers more control 
over anti-social behaviour such as 
fouling and the increasing problem 
of aggressive dogs. 

The council said that responsible 
dog owners should not be concerned 
about the new rules as there were 
still plenty of council land areas 
where dogs could be exercised off- 
lead including the whole of Wey¬ 
mouth beach in winter and a selected 
area during the summer. Among 
other off-lead areas are the Rodwell 
Trail, the Marsh Green area near 
Weymouth Swimming Pool, Preston 
beach, the Bowleaze cliff area, Lod- 
moor Country Park except the RSPB 
area and Victoria Park on Portland. 

Under the new orders, dogs will be 
banned from fenced children’s play¬ 
grounds and from marked sports 
pitches. 

Areas affected by the new rules 
will be clearly marked by signs when 
the orders come into effect early this 
summer. Signage will be in place in 
advance, to give residents plenty of 
time to become familiar with any 
changes to their local area. 

There will also be a new order en¬ 


abling officers to direct owners to put 
dogs on a lead if necessary. 

Helen Waller out walking her dog, 
Meg, near Weymouth Swimming 
Pool welcomed the orders and said: 
“Most dog owners clean up after 
their pet. The orders will help deal 
with those who don’t.” 

Weymouth and Portland commu¬ 
nity safety spokesman Councillor Ian 
James said the new orders had been 
introduced to bring some accounta¬ 
bility to those who allow dogs to foul 
or intimidate others. 

He added: “These changes should 
not make it any more difficult to ex¬ 


ercise dogs throughout the borough 
as the majority of open spaces will 
not be affected.” 

Weymouth and Portland dog war¬ 
den Ian Lewis said: “Dog walking 
should be a pleasure for owners and 
pets alike. 

“With the new orders we can make 
sure that this continues, but at the 
same time make sure that the bor¬ 
ough is kept a safe and clean space 
for everybody to enjoy.”

A MAN was taken to hospital suffering from the ef¬ 
fects of smoke inhalation after a fire at his home on 
Dorchester Road, Weymouth. 

The cause of the blaze is still being investigated but 
it is believed to have involved a wood burning stove.

Holy Week

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Man gives chase 
to burglars and 
is assaulted 

A MAN was robbed after he chased two men who 
had burgled a garage in Weymouth. 

The offenders had forced a fire door at the Texaco 
garage on Portland Road but ran off with a quantity 
of cash when alarms went off. 

Detective Constable Ian Frizzle, of Weymouth CID 
said: "A member of the public who heard the alarm 
went to investigate and he saw one man run off 
across the forecourt and into Williams Avenue. 

"The witness contacted the police on his mobile 
phone and passed details of what he had seen be¬ 
fore giving chase to two men he now saw running 
off along Williams Avenue and who he believed were 
the offenders. 

"One of the offenders confronted and then as¬ 
saulted the witness before running off again along 
Williams Avenue and into Fairview Road, the witness 
continuing to follow the two. 

"At the junction of Williams Avenue and Fairview 
Road the witness was again threatened by one of 
the offenders and his mobile phone was stolen. 

"The witness behaved very courageously through¬ 
out this incident and it's fortunate that he only sus¬ 
tained minor injuries after being assaulted by the 
burglar. 

"I believe that at least two offenders were involved 
and I suspect that they made off over the playing 
fields towards the rear of Rylands Lane and Hill- 
bourne Road." 

One man was wearing a white and grey coloured 
tracksuit and the other was wearing a black coat and 
jeans. 

Detective Constable Frizzle continued:"! have no 
doubt that someone knows, or suspects that they 
know, the identity of those responsible for these in¬ 
cidents and I urge those with this information to do 
the right thing and call the police."

Glimmer of hope 
to save refuge 


CAMPAIGNERS say they are working 
hard to keep a Women’s Refuge service 
running in Weymouth and Portland. 

Women staying at the refuge have been 
moved elsewhere because county fund¬ 
ing is being withdrawn. 

But a telephone support service will 
operate from the premises until the end 
of June and the Weymouth and Portland 
Domestic Violence Forum said it is try¬ 
ing to develop future service provision 
on the premises. 

They added that it was “imperative” for 
Weymouth and Portland council to retain 
the building. 

Forum chairman Mary Watson said: 
“We had over 7,000 people sign a peti¬ 
tion and many people have asked 
whether they could give money. We are 
looking into a range of grants that may 
be available to run specific courses on 
the premises which will keep it in use 
with the hope of re-opening beds for 
refuge in the future. 

“This is a complete overhaul of the 
Weymouth service. We want to make it 
answer to the needs of local women well 
into the future - but unfortunately that 
sort of thing doesn’t just happen 
overnight.” 

South Dorset Fiberal Democrat parlia¬ 
mentary candidate Ros Kayes is working 
with the forum and said: “A charity has 
offered to run the facility and we are now 
looking at a range of options both for 
raising money and broadening the serv¬ 
ice offered. 

“If the space were to be retained by the 
borough council it could be used to pro-

vide intensive training and support for 
women through the well recognised 
Freedom Programme which supports 
them in working through the trauma of 
violence and teaches ways of dealing 
with and challenging abusive behaviour, 
producing lasting change. 

“It might be possible for the premises 
to become a unit specialising in support¬ 
ing disabled victims or people who have 
alcohol problems, a large proportion of 
those experiencing domestic violence. 

“If the funding is not available for six 
full time beds with 24 hour staff then we 
need to look at the opportunities for what 
sort of service will best meet the needs 
of women in the borough and at this end 
of Dorset.” 

A community group is being set up to 
apply for grant funding to run the Free¬ 
dom Programme and fund support work¬ 
ers. 

Weymouth and Portland community 
safety spokesman Ian James said: “I 
would love to see a women’s refuge re¬ 
tained in Weymouth. 

“If a charity can take over running it 
then I will try to make sure that the coun¬ 
cil is as supportive of them as is humanly 
possible because this sort of service is 
vital for women in the local community.”

Respect is a two-way street 


THIS column has commented before on 
use of the f-word in public places within 
hearing of children and families, but an 
incident in St Mary Street, Weymouth, 
took this annoyance to new heights.

contained. 

The gas used to inflate the balloons had 
a “Mickey Mouse” distorting effect on 
the teenagers’ voices and wasn’t it fun to 
use the f-word bellowed out in a loud 
squeaky voice. Well, no, it wasn’t much 
fun at all to those forced to listen to their 
swearing. 

Students at Weymouth College have 


launched a campaign called Respect to 
highlight their wish for people to show 
each other respect in the community. 

It is an excellent campaign but what a 
pity it might be undermined by incidents 
such as the balloons since the street was 
packed with people, many of whom had 
children, and they couldn’t get out of the 
way of the noisy group quick enough.

Questions to ask your roofing contractor 

1. Are you a registered Trade Member? 

We recommend that your contractor be registered in 
a national trade association, such as the NFRC. 

2. Does the company carry insurance? 

Workers compensation and liability insurance to be 
specific. If a worker is hurt and the roofing contractor 
does not have insurance the homeowner is liable. Ask 
to have current certificates sent to you. Do not accept 
the roofing contractor at their word. They may carry 
health, life and car insurance. Bland assurances of in¬ 
surance coverage may refer to these. (Does your 
roofer's insurance cover him if he is not qualified)? 

3. What is the company's workmanship warranty? 
Some warranties are for one year, some are longer. 

The length of a roofing contractors warranty is not 
really as important as customer referrals. Most work¬ 
manship errors will be found within the first year, prob¬ 
ably the first good storm. The reason this question 
is important is most roofing contractors will warranty 
the workmanship, and the manufacturer will warranty 
the product as long as it is installed correctly. Make 
sure you understand warranties. 

4. Does your roofer carry out risk assessments and 
method statements for each job by a qualified site su¬ 
pervisor? What is a risk assessment? 

A. Identify the hazard. 

B. Decide who might be harmed and how. 

C. Evaluate the risk and decide on precautions 

D. Record your findings and record them 

E. Review your assessment and update if necessary 

5. Is your roofer trained to work at heights? 

Does your roofer have an NVQ or are trained/ap¬ 
proved in the job to be carried out? 

How do I choose a roofing contractor? 

One of the best places to start looking is in the NFRC 
(National Federation of Roofing Contractors) Directory, 
which lists proven property professionals from all over 
the UK. Always make sure the roofing contractor you 
hire is registered. 

Weeding out the cowboys, or how to spot a dishonest 
contractor. 

It is every homeowner's nightmare. Hiring a contrac¬ 
tor that seemed capable on first impression, only to 
have them make a mess of your beautiful home 
through lack of skill! Luckily, your best protection 
against this disappointment is good old-fashioned 
word of mouth. Ask friends, family or neighbours for 



recommendations (or warnings!) regarding local con¬ 
tractors. Ask them if the work was completed to sched¬ 
ule and within budget. Also, you can ask the 
prospective contractor for a portfolio of references and 
photos of their work. Any good contractor will be 
happy to show you these. If they're not, it's probably 
best to look elsewhere. 

What to look out for 

•Commonly used 'sales pitches': Anything that sounds 
too good to be true usually is. Be especially aware of 
very low initial estimates. 

•Door knockers: never hire a contractor who offers their 
services door to door. 

•Pointing out fictional problems: View descriptions of 
awful or very complicated problems with suspicion. If 
you can't easily find out about it online, it's probably not 
true. 

•"It's urgent!": Undue stress of this point is always a bad 
sign. An honest contractor will not pressure you into 
making a decision. 

Pricing and costs 

Pricing for roofing jobs depends on the extent and 
complexity of the job and on the materials used. For 
example, imported slate is very expensive, but locally 
sourced slate can be more economical, and manufac¬ 
tured slating, like fibre cement, can be cheaper still. No 
matter which roofing material you choose, always con¬ 
sider written quotes (never verbal!) before settling on 
a roofing contractor. Most professionals will produce a 
quote within 2 or 3 days.

“I remember cooking 
with my mum. She was 
at home everyday and 
she cooked and cooked 
and cooked. That was 
my memory of her, put¬ 
ting family meals on the 
table. She didn’t bake a 
great deal but cooking 
was huge and we learnt 
to cook meals for our¬ 
selves at a very young 
age, certainly much 
younger than health and 
safety would feel was 
appropriate,” she joked. 

“Whether my girls 
show an interest or an 
aptitude I don’t know, 
but even as a basic skill, 
cooking is something I 
think they should have.

Eighteen-months down 
the line Marianna still 
provides cakes to the 
cafe and her popularity 
has seen her build up a 
list of private clients. 

“The business is devel¬ 
oping slowly and we 
need to keep it under 
control because I don’t 
want to put in so much 
time that I don’t have 
time for my children,” 
she said. 

“It’s work and a hobby 
all rolled into one and it 
is something that when 
the girls are older I can 
step up, which I quite in¬ 
tend to do and use the 
foundation I have got to 
make a proper business 
out of it.” 

Marianna is currently 
in the process of moving 
house from which she 
hopes to offer cookery 
courses in the future. 
When her children are a 
bit older Marianna hopes 


to start running small 
cookery courses offering 
casual chefs advice on 
cooking for children, 
low fat food and food for 
entertaining among 
other topics. 

At first adapting to 
country life was a little 
difficult for Marianna 
but she is now more than 
happy to be living life on 
Bridport time. 

“It took some adjust¬ 
ment but in a really nice 
way. It was a nice lesson 
to learn that life doesn’t 
have to be lived at that 
sort of pace, with your 
blinkers on. You can ac¬ 
tually stop and enjoy it 
and make a life for your¬ 
self and that is what it’s 
all about,” she said. 

“I don’t miss city life at 
all, I haven’t been back 
since and I have no in¬ 
tention of going back. 
I’d rather go to the beach 
than go to London. 

“I’m really glad I had 
that time because it’s 
made me appreciate 
what I have here and I 
think I might have been 
restless not knowing 
what else was available 
so I think it all happened 
at the right time.” 

A childhood spent 
cooking with her mum 


in the kitchen almost 
definitely laid the foun¬ 
dations for Marianna’s 
career, but that is a nos¬ 
talgic memory that she 
would like to keep in the 
past. 

Her mum still lives in 
Kent but with a flat in 
Bridport where she may 
one day move to cast an 
eye over her daughter’s 
work. 

“I think she is raising 
her eyebrows in aston¬ 
ishment that I can make 
a living out of cooking 
cakes, she thinks it is 
just utterly bizarre that it 
is something that some¬ 
one can make a living 
out of and fairly bizarre 
that I would want to do 
it,” she said. 

“Luckily for me she is 
not as sprightly as she 
was 10-years-ago so she 
won’t be taking over in 
the kitchen but she 
might come and knit in 
the corner and offer me 
advice. 

“I thi nk she’d like to be 
involved but probably 
just coming in and hav¬ 
ing a taste and then tak¬ 
ing cakes out to the girls 
and pretending she made 
them.”

Spooky company for high tea 

B uilt in 1635, this 
Grade II listed 
building is one of 
the oldest in the town 
and was the Abbot's res¬ 
idence. It has been a tea 
room since 1902 and has 
been superbly and sym¬ 
pathetically renovated 
by the current owners, 
Derek and Deborah Dai¬ 
ley, including the refur¬ 
bishment of the old gas 
lamps which still work. 

They also found a copy 
of the Abbot's Bible with 
a 15th century cover 
over a 12th century 
manuscript, lodged up 
the main chimney. 

Derek is a chef and pre¬ 
pares most of the food 
which he tries to source 
from local farms and 
producers in the coun¬ 
try. All of the cakes and 
scones are baked fresh 
every morning, and they 
serve good, hearty 
breakfasts from 7.30am 
to 10.00am. 

As well as the tradi¬ 
tional 'cream teas'there 
is always homemade 
soup of the day, a wide 
selection of sandwiches 
and hot baguettes and a 
daily'specials' board.

Tea and history anyone? 


T he Duke of Mon¬ 
mouth landed at Lyme 
Regis on the 11th June 
1685 to challenge King 
James' claim to the throne, 
following the death of 
Charles II. He assembled an 
army in excess of 3000 men 
and marched to Sedge- 
moor in Somerset. 

He was defeated by the 
King's army in less than a 
month. Around 1300 were 
taken prisoner. Five Judges 
came to Dorchester with 
the infamous Judge Jef¬ 
freys, whose reputation was 
that of the'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685, 312 
cases were heard in the 
Oakroom at the rear of the 
Antelope Hotel; of these 
292 were sentenced to 
death. Only 74 were exe¬ 
cuted, with 175 trans¬ 
ported, 9 were fined or 
whipped and 54 were dis¬ 
charged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having 
his eye on promotion - was 
later made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and 
William of Orange landed in 
Torbay, Jeffreys was cap¬ 



tures and imprisoned in the 
Tower of London. He died in 
1689 while awaiting trial, 
probably of natural causes. 
Rumours at the time said he 
has been poisoned while in 
theTower and that his body 
had been returned to 
Dorchester and walled up 
in the Courtroom - now the 
Oakroom. 

This 17th Century Oak 
panelled room has been 
carefully restored to main¬ 
tain its character and origi¬ 
nal features.

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How old is too old 
for the club scene? 


LAST week I want clubbing; something I don't do all that often these days. 
Now approaching my mid-30s, most of my friends have better things to 
do (like bringing up their children, for starters) whilst even I'm usually 
more inclined to curl up with a hot chocolate and retire to bed rather than 
staying up to the small hours. 

The last time I set foot in a club was June '09, when I found myself in 
Queenstown - New Zealand's number one party town and the world cap¬ 
ital of extreme sports. This is a place strictly for "cool dudes," so quite what 
I was doing there I'm not sure! 

I was the oldest person in this particular club - the name of which es¬ 
capes me - by about ten years. I barely recognised a tune all evening and 
spent the night trying to work out why so many clubbers were sporting 
woolly ski hats when a) we were inside and b) it was boiling hot. I never 
did work that one out, but I did decide that this would be the last time I'd 
go clubbing. I'm just too old for it these days, I thought. 

There might be a few of you out there - dare I say it - even older than 
me, that think going to clubs like Flares and Reflex (that specialise in play¬ 
ing tunes from the Seventies and Eighties respectively) still counts. Sorry, 
they don't; they're just too naff to be included as proper clubs! 

Anyway, I digress. A month or so ago a mate of mine down in Southamp¬ 
ton asked if I was up for catching a DJ set by Peter Hook. Now Hooky, as 
us Joy Division / New Order fans like to call him, has been more than busy 
since leaving the group back in 2006. Originally he said the band had split, 
but the rest of New Order carried on without him changing their name to 
Bad Lieutenant in the process (probably to keep Hooky's lawyers at bay). 

First off, Hooky wrote a book on his adventures (but more misadven¬ 
tures) as co-owner of Manchester's legendary nightclub, The Hacienda, 
which was open from 1982 to 1997. 

'How Not To Run A Club' is a fantastic read that anyone with the slightest 
interest in the"Madchester"/ acid house scene won't be able to put down. 
It will also leave you even more gobsmacked on hearing the the news that 
since publishing said book, Hooky's only gone and opened another club 

- FAC251 The Factory - which is named after his old record label. Talk 
about not learning your lesson! 

Peter has two bands on the go - The Light and supergroup Freebass 
(comprising solely of bass players) - and also has a forthcoming tour 
where he'll be giving a talk, followed by a Q&A session hosted by Howard 
Marks. 

When he does have a spare five minutes - and that can't be very often - 
Hooky can often be found DJing in nightclubs around the UK. An article 
on whether or not DJing really is an art form in itself can be saved for a 
rainy day (although I can assure you it is). But Hooky's set was no example 
of mind-blowing turntabling skills - it was all about giving the crowd what 
they wanted. 

By the time he hit the stage at The Soul Cellar in Southampton, most of 
the crowd (of a very mixed age group, I hasten to add... I wasn't the oldest 

- hoorah!) knew what they wanted to hear. 

Hooky delivered, with every other track being a New Order or Joy Divi¬ 
sion number - with many a cool remix along the way - and plenty of great 
tunes by other artists along the way. 

Proving Hooky bears no grudge to former band mate Bernard Sumner, 
he even played one of Barney's tunes that he recorded with The Chemical 
Brothers a few years back (although I didn't hear any Bad Lieutenant!). 

I always thought being in a band playing your own songs to an audience 
that loves'em must be the best job in the world. I still do. But just turning 
up with a couple of decks and a laptop - rather than a bunch of people 
and a load of instruments - playing your own tunes and your favourites 
by other artists? Well, that certainly doesn't sound a bad shout, does it? 

For those purists who want to be impressed by cutting edge DJ skills 
when they go clubbing, I'd say it's not how you play it but what you play. 
Hooky's setlist was dancefloor heaven. And he's 54. Perhaps I'm not too 
old to go clubbing after all?

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RUMOURS that the next series of The Apprentice is to be delayed until next year 
have been denied by the BBC. 

Tabloid reports suggested that theTV show could be scrapped for 2010 if there 
is a hung parliament. 

The BBC have already delayed the series, which usually begins in March, due to 
Lord Alan Sugar's position within the Labour Party. In order to maintain political 
impartiality the corporation decided to delay broadcasting until November. 

But as polls predict that neither of the two major parties will win an outright 
majority in this year's general election, speculation is rife that the show will be 
rescheduled again. 

A source told The Sun: "The Apprentice lasts for three months so it will prove 
very hard to find a slot for it this year if there is a hung Parliament." 

A BBC spokesperson denied the claims, saying: "It's all speculation. We've filmed 
a series but scheduling decisions haven't been made. The date for the general 
election hasn't even been announced." 

BLIND Date legend Cilia Black has revealed that she could be set to make a guest 
appearance in Coronation Street. 

The TV presenter told how she has been approached by Coronation Street 
bosses in the past, but turned them down. 

Cilia told the Daily Mirror: "They have asked me to join the show. It's not their first 
approach - they have asked me several times. I love Corrie, but I keep saying no. 

"I couldn't cope with all the hours they do, they work them like dogs. It's really 
hard work. 

"I'd love to do more acting. It would be nice to do a cameo, but even Ian McK¬ 
ellen worked long hours when he did it for a while. If the role was right, I would 
do a one-off thing." 

But it doesn't look like Cilia's cameo is going to happen anytime soon. 

A Corrie insider was quoted as saying: "No approach has been made for Cilia to 
appear in the show. 

"Cilia's far too recognisable as Cilia Black. Corrie isn't a show that has people ap¬ 
pearing as themselves."

BBC head of TV sport Philip Bernie added: "The BBC are very happy with how 
the TV split of matches for the World Cup has been resolved. 

"The BBC has some of the most appetising of the group fixtures, and will be 
showing live every England match from their final group game onwards, so we 
hope to be with them for a long and successful campaign. 

"The BBC will aim again to capture the very best of the biggest event of the year 
across all its outlets." Both channels will also stream the games they are showing 
live online.

WILL ROLLS CONCEDE? 


IT WILL be interesting to see how talks 
proceed between Weymouth Football 
Club chairman George Rolls and former 
manager Ian Hutchinson with regards to 
his and assistant Andy Mason's return to 
the club. 

Both Hutch and Mason were sat in the 
stand at Saturday's match against Thur¬ 
rock, and they had talks with Rolls both 
before and after the game. 

Hutchinson said: "We've had more talks 
and it's just a case of waiting for a contract 
to be in front of us to sign. We'll then go 
from there. I've always said from day one 
that there has to be a contract." 

That however may be the sticking point 
- a contract. 

Asked whether Hutchinson and Mason 
would receive written contracts Rolls in an 
interview on the BBC Non League Show 
two weeks ago Rolls said: "I don't think at 
the level we're playing at anyone needs to 
be on a contract unless we've got a little 
gem, and you don't usually sell man¬ 
agers!" 

Rolls agreed that he had verbally offered 
the duo contracts two weeks before he

controversially sacked them in January, 
something that rankled with the pair and 
appears to be an important factor in 
whether they decide to return. 

Rolls appears to be a man who wants 
everything his way, and may find it diffi¬ 
cult to retract his decision having gone 
public. 

When asked by View Sport whether they 
were sure they would receive contracts 
this time, Hutchinson said:"That was what 
was discussed on Saturday, so it's just a 
waiting game now, and hopefully we can 
look to move the club forward." 

It is obvious that the fans and players 
want Hutch and Mace to return, and they 
proved in the short time that Rolls gave 
them, that they are capable of turning the 
club's on-field situation around. 

No one is more passionate about the 
club than the two of them who are great 
friends, and they showed they have the 
style and quality to do a good job having 
managed Bridport last season.
